Ottawa, May 18.— All tho British Co- 
lumbia members had an interview with 
the premier to-night. Tho postmaster- 
general was present, Assurances wore 
given by tho government that clause four, 
of the tonus of union, will be strictly ad- 
hered to. The mattor will be considered 
by tho privy council in all probability be- 
fore prorogation and definite assurance 
will bo given the British Columbia mem- 
bers before leaving Ottawa that the ser- 
vice between San Francisco and Viotoriu 
will be maintained as a direct line for tho 
conveyance of mails, passengers and 
freight. Mr. Baker says his constituents 
may rost assured that the ser- 
vice will ho maintained irrespect- 
ive of any subsidy granted to the 
present steamship company. Tho amount 
was not included in tho resolutions 
brought down on Tuesday as the premier 
thinks a better service should bo provided 
for by order-in-council. 

The railway subsidies only total §33(1, - 
000, sololy for eustern roads. 

Tho committee on colonization recom- 
mend that all immigrants in future be 
subjected to rigid medical examination.

THE FUJj SEAL BUSINESS. 

Profits of the Oovermnent From the Alaska 
Company. 

The secretary of the treasury at Wash- 
ington recently sent to the houso tho in- 
formation called for in regard to t ho con - 
tract of the Alaska Commercial Company 
to seals in Alaska. The secretary says 
the lease to toko seals in Alaska was for a 
term of twenty years from May 1st, J 870. 
Tho condition in relation to tho tax of 55 
cents per gallon in seal oil was rescinded 
February 10th, 1874. The total receipts 
by the government from tho seal fisheries 
flora May, 1870, to Juno, 1887, was 
§5,059,005, and tho expenditures on that 
account wore §277,000. 

The secretly says that tho records of 
tho dopartmont, as far as ho is advised, 
show no violation of the tonus of the lease 
by the lessooB.

Murderous Affray. 

Dublin, May 18.— An exciting incident 
occurred to-day at Teniplemore, County 
Tipperary, which greatly stirred up popu- 
lar indignation and may result in much 
future trouble. Bailiff Sweeney was es- 
corting to his home Landlord Lloyd's son, 
who was drunk, when he turned towards 
the crowd following and tired bis revolver 
at a laborer named Thompson, woundir.g 
him in the hip. Kennedy, also a work- 
man, attempted to interfere, when Swee 
ney shot and killed him, the bullet taking 
effect in his heart. Both shots were firod 
at the command of young Lloyd. Swoeney 
was set upon by the mob, but escaped 
from them. Tho police pursued and ar- 
rested him. They had real difficulty in 
preventing him from being lyached. 

Tyrone .Moiinliicblcn., 

Notices have been posted in Coun- 
ty Tyrone by moonlighters ordering 
that. all persons be boycotted 
who hold communication with the 
police, and warning people that dis- 
regard of this order means death. 

Charged with Wilful Murder. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury hold- 
ing an inquest on tho body of Kennedy, 
killed by Constable Sweenoy at Temple- 
more to-day, charges Sweeney with wilful 
murder, and young Lloyd, whom Sweeney 
was escorting, with aiding and abetting 
him. 

<;crnuiu Reprisals. 

Beblin, May 18. — It is reported that 
by way of reprisal for interferences with 
Germans on the French side of the fron 
tier, an Imperial rescript will be issued to 
prevent, if possible, Frenchmen from 
visiting Alsace and Lorraine. 

In Ibe Majority. 

RoUE, May 18. — It transpires that a 
number of cardinals decided upon the 
necessity of clearly expressing in the pa- 
pal rescript sentiments favoring the abso- 
lute non-intervention of the Holy See in 
political matters but the majority decided 
against them. 

A ICoynl Olrbriillon. 

Copenhagen', May 18. — The king, ac 
compauied by the royal family, opened 
tho international exhibition to-day. The 
city was gaily decorated and American 
and German men-of-war in the harbor 
Bred salutes.

BERNE, May 18.— The federal court has 
found indictments against M. Schill, the 
author, and M. M. Mueller and others, 
who were the originators of tho pamphlet 
deriding Germany.

Belgrade, May 18.— The police have 
seized a quantity of documents showing 
t he existence of a widespread conspiracy 
whose object is to cause the arrest of King 
Milan and several of his immediate adbor- 
ents and place Karogeorgeovitch on the 
throne of Sorvia.

At Canton, Mo., tho streets are covered 
with three feet of water, and the same 
condition prevails at La Grange, 

Fell From a Precipice. 

Calico, Cal., May 18.— Last Sunday 
evening while George S. Johnson, a well- 
known miner of this place, was going 
home from town in a state of intoxication, 
he fell off a precipice ono hundred feet in 
height and was instantly killed. After a 
protracted search his body was found yes- 
terday. 

Mm. s, en, i,i Discharged. 

New York, May 18.— Mrs. Scofield, 
who was committed by the coroner for 
complicity in tbe Hatcli case, was brought 
before tho supreme court to-day on a writ 
of habeas corpus and discharged from 
custody on the ground that the coroner 
had no authority to cause her confinement 
in the house of detention. 

Killed by l»ynaniltc. 

Detroit, May 18 —A special to tho 
Neivs from Nepaunee, Mich., says that 
Fred. Hamburg and Chas. Sundburg wero 
killed by an explosion of dynamite at the 
Palmer mine at Cascade shortly after mid- 
night last night. The cause of the ox- 
plosion is unknown. Bo^b men leave 
families. 

Disastrous Floods. 

Quincy, Ills., May 18!— The great flood 
in Mississippi is now the highest on re- 
cord, with tho singlo exception of the in- 
undation of 1851. The water rose soven 
inches yesterday, and is now only ten 
inches below the stage of 1851. The far- 
mers are now camping on the upland 
without food or shelter. The total area of 
cultivated farms submerged in five lovee 
districts is 250,050 acres and the loss to 
crops will aggregate 8300,000. The great- 
er part of the cultivated land is planted 
with winter wheat, and this crop, which 
promised from 40 to 60 bushels to the 
acre, is all destroyed. On the bluffs are 
gathered hundreds of men, women and 
children in small groups, desolate and 
forlorn, many of them utterly destitute, 
having neither sufficient clothing nor 
shelter. Some are suffering for food 
despite the efforts of more fortunate 
neighbors, who are making every effort 
to relieve their immediate wants.

Tho United States senato have passed 
tho pension bill. Pensions are to bu 
given to widows of soldiers killed in the 
service since March 4th, 1801, to com- 
mence from tho date of the death of tho 
husband. 

Prof. John B. McCoskey, principal of 
the high Bchool of Lancaster, Pa., wont 
botanizing with sevon of his scholars. 
While crossing on a plank raft, tho party 
wero precipitated into a river, The Prof, 
succeeded in saving six, ono being 
drowned. 

At tho Brownstono quarry, near Stock- 
ton, N.. I., on Thursday morning, Jamos 
Wafer, foreman, accidentally dropped a 
keg of powdor on a quantity of dynamite. 
An oxplosion of 300 kegs of powder re- 
sulted, wrecking the works, blowing 
Wafer to atoms and soriously injuring 
two others.

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THE MCKENZIE K1VER BASIN. 

Tho consideration of the report of the 
select committee on tho groat McKenzie 
River basin, was brought to a conclusion 
by Hon. Mr. Abbott, who voices tho sen- 
timents of the Government in all matters, 
so far as the Senate is concerned. In his 
speooh he said he had called the atten- 
tion of his colleagues in the Government 
to some points in the report, though he 
had not yet made an exhaustive study of 
it. These points have attracted a great 
deal of interest in their minds. Tho area 
of petroleum had struck them very favor- 
ably indeed as a probably enormous 
source of wealth, and ho thought they 
were all determined to follow the advice 
tendered them by the report and con- 
stitute some of the area described in the 
report as -i reserve, in order that it may 
be used hereafter for the benefit of our 
people and as a source of revenue, beth for 
individuals and for tho country. He re 
minded those who spoke of the settle- 
ment of this country that it had not yet 
bjen surveyed, and at present was abso- 
lutely a reserve. It was not availablo ti 
settlers to be squatted upon, and was not 
in a condition to be acquired by them, or 
have any title by taking possession of 
any part of it. Re was confident that 
before long the Government would lake 
the precaution of making this most im- 
portant; part of it in ono sense a reserve 
in which it would be impossible for any 
one to acquire a right possessory or other 
wise. In other respects ho bolievod the 
report would afford valuable information 
for steps to be taken hereafter for the 
development of that portion of the coun- 
try to which it referred. Ho thought that 
for the moment we had room and space 
for Bottlers, and there would be no occa- 
sion for Btimulating the use or occupation 
of this part of the country, but it was an 
important thing to have such a founda- 
tion as this report and the evidence 
brought before the committee. He dwelt 
upon tho obligations which tho Govern- 
ment and country were undor to this 
committee and especially its chairman for 
the valuable collection of evidence and 
very important report made.

In 1866 two young reporters attended 
the meeting of the Maine Stato Legisla- 
ture to chronicle its proceedings. One, 
the reporter of the Kennebec Journal, 
was James G. Blaine, since the well- 
known Republican presidential candidate. 
The other, Melville W. Fuller, reporter 
for the Augusta Aye, was tho other day 
appointed Cliief Justice of tho United 
States. Charles Dickens was a reporter 
in his youth, and thore is lots of good ma- 
terial of which to make presidents, chief 
justices and distinguished authors, in the 
future, now at tho reportorial desk. 

The Australian Government have evi 
dently been guilty of a gross error in pre- 
venting the landing of Chinese emigrant: 
prior to the passage in the Legislature 
of tho Restriction Bill. The action was 
a most arbitrary one, not calculated to 
advauco tho end which was in view ; 
namely, a treaty butween Great Britain 
and China somewhat on the lines of 
that botween tho latter country and 
the United Status. While nothing was 
lost in any respect by that treaty, 
any change made was a gain. The prior- 
residence plea, by far tho most important 
feature, was l 'tally abolished. The mills 
of the habeas corpus gods will cease to 
grind. This robs the invasion of its most 
exasperating feature — its indefinibenesB 
Possibly, under. tho new treaty, tho pres- 
ent Chinese population of California may 
bo fastened upon that State with the priv 
iloge of going and coming until death. 
But that can be stood. It was tho feui 
that the ontire population of China might 
filter to the Pacific Slope through the 
Sawyor Bill that made tho previous treaty 
so intolerable. While in some respects 
the treaty might have been amended with 
profit it was a great advance upon the 
old. In forbidding the admission of Chi- 
nese, while as yet no legal objection could 
be made to their entry, our sister colony 
under the Southern Cross has committed a 
very great mistake which may prevent a 
treaty being consummated, China will 
now, in all probability, stand on her 
rights, and instead of courting Groat 
Britain will compel the latter to make the 
advances. If, as our despatches would in- 
timate, the idea of the Australian Govern- 
ment was to induce England to take im- 
mediate action it would look as if the 
former had overshot tho mark. Had they 
acted moderately, allowed the emigrants 
to disembark and then announced their 
decision not to allow any more to land, 
they would have pursued the course which 
reason and prudence would dictate.

THE CHINA FREIGHTS. 

Great Competition between the Various Com- 
panies. 

San Francisco, May 17. — The compe- 
tition betwoou the Canadian Pacifio and 
Oncidontal'and Oriental and Pacific mail 
companies has led to a considerable cut- 
ting of China rates. Tho former com 
pany now offers to take flour afc ?3 per 
ton by tho Abyssinia and it is getting 
considerable portion of the traffic. The 
Pacific Mail company's agents have gath- 
ered in shipments of flour which aggro- 
gate 1,000 tons for oxport by the City of 
Peking, which departs on Wednesday 
On gonoral merchandise tho rates average 
about §10 per ton, which is far below tho 
figures formerly obtained. Tho passen- 
ger fares have suffered as well as freight 
rates. The companies aro asking $175 
for a cabin passago to Hong Kong and 
Shanghai, [and §150 to Yokohama. Chin- 
ese steerage passengers pay §30.

SERIOUS CHARGES. 

Henry Alexander, ot Saanich, Committed for 
Trial and Frederick Westnidge Charged 
with Murdering Samuel W. Hall. 

The provincial court met yesterday 
morning, when two casos wore presented 
to Mr. Johnson, S. M. The firah to bo 
taken up was that of Henry Alexander, 
who was charged with robbing and as- 
saulting a Chinaman named Ah Fook and 
robbing him of §10. 

Mr. Gannaway appeared for tho pris- 
oner and said ho was ready to plead guilty 
to a common assault, but his honor decid- 
ed to go on with the case as it stood. 

Ah Fook swore to his information as 
being correct and then Baid: I live at 
Mr. Armstrong's placo, near Saanich Hill; 
know prisoner; I was coining into towia 
on the Saanich road on Wednesday last; 
about 5 o'clock in the afternoon 1 came 
to prisoner's place; ho shouted to mo and 
1 stopped, when he said, "where you 
come from, John V 1 told him I came 
front Saanich. Ho said, "you steal chick- 
ens." [said, "what for 1 steal chickens 
for /" 1 asked him if ho lost any chickens 
and he said he had lost two. 1 said it 
was none of my business, and be said ho 
was a Victoria policeman and caught my 
coat and pulled it off my arm. He kicked 
and struck me. 1 said, "if you are a 
policeman you have no business to strike 
mo;" I tried several times to go towards 
Ins house and he would not lot mo, but 
told mo if 1 went there ho would kill mo. 
Thoro was a little boy thore and when ho 
saw prisoner kicking me he ran away. 
Prisoner told me to go to Victoria and 
I said all right. Ho came along tho 
road slowly with mo and said he was a 
policeman and was going to search me; 
lie then put his hand in my pocket aud 
took out a ten dollar bill; I went up a 
road towards a house and he wont away; 
I got a cheque from Capt. Warren on 
Tuesday in town, for S(i0.50; that was 
iiow 1 got the ten dollar bill, when I got 
the cheque cashed at the Bank of British 
Columbia; 1 know the prisoner took tho 
bill from my pocket, because 1 saw him 
do so; all 1 had in my pocket, was the ten 
dollar bill and an opium box; prisoner 
struck me in tho bauk with a stone when 
I wanted to turn back to tho house; the 
little boy now in court 1 believe is the 
one who was present aud ran away. 

To Mr. Gannaway — 1 was coming back 
to Victoria; on Wednesday morning I 
wont to Saanich on the steamer; we got 
to tho w harf about 10:30 o'clock, when I 
found one of my men was sick and 1 
started to widk to Victoria; came to 
Capt. Warren's wharf on Saturday with 
my schooner; received for the cheque at 
the btnk two 820 gold pieces, one §10 
bill, two §5 pieces in gold and 50 cents in 
silver; had tho 810 bill in my right hand 
pants pocket; had bought half a ton of 
rice, for which I paid $;55; this was from 
Uno On, in Chinatown; had a §1 bill and 
82 in silver in my pocket when 1 went on 
the Bteamer; it was near prisoner's 
house on tho road that he struck 
mo with the stone; when the little 
boy saw prisoner strike me ho became 
afraid anil ran away; saw prisoner with 
my §10 bill in his hand; he said he was a 
policeman, and 1 wanted htm to go to the 
next house so that 1 could find out, but 
he would not come as he was afraid; 1 
told him 1 would go and ask the govern- 
ment; think i have seen prisoner some 
times at Saanich wharf, but 1 am not sure. 

To Supt. Roycraft— L had spent all the 
money except the 810 and 82 in silver, in 
buying supplies in town. 

John Langley, deputy sheriff, said he 
arrested prisoner and read tho warrant 
to him ; prisoner said point blank that 
the Chinaman was mistaken, and ttdd 
the Chinaman that he had never seen him 
bofore and he must be mistaken ; witness 
said he had often seen the prisoner's 
father, but did not know anything about 
the family. 

This closed the evidence and his honor 
committed the prisoner for trial at the 
next assizes. 

CHARGED WITH MUKDEK. 

Frederick Westnidge was charged by 
Officer Charles J. Miller with tho murder 
of Samuel W. Hall, at the Gorge, on the 
night of April 30th. 

Mr. Taylor appeared for prisoner. 

The arresting officer, sworn, said: My 
information is true. 

To Mr. Taylor— Have no personal 
knowledge of this. 

To his honor — Prisoner is a fireman on 
the steamer Alexander. 

Mabel Dickson, sworn, deposed as fol- 
lows: Live on Broad street, No. 5; re- 
member 30th April last; know prisoner 
and his name is Fred. Westnidge; I was 
sitting in the house that evening, when 
Samuel Hall, Mr. Harvey and prisoner 
came in; they were under tho influence of 
liquor and they wanted to go boat-riding 
up tho Gorge; 1 did not want to go, but 
1 subsequently went with the three men; 
we went to Marshall's and landed there; 
I went up to the swing, while Hall and 
the prisoner went into tho saloon; Harvey 
remained with mo; they came back to the 
swing and wanted me to come and take a 
drink, but 1 said that 1 did not want to 
drink and that they were drinking too 
much; Harvey and I went down to the 
landing and got into the boat, when 
Westnidge called us back and wanted to 
know who was paying for the boat; we 
went back and took them into tho boat; 
Sam Hall would row the boat; Harvey 
and I were in tho stern; prisoner was 
drunk and was rolling all over the boat; 
Sam Hall would go in the rapids; we came 
back all right and then Hall jumped out; 
he said to prisoner, "You get out too," 
and he pulled him out near the bank, this 
side of tho bridge; Hall stud he would 
drown us till; I saw them sculiling and 
said there is going to be murder; saw pri- 
soner with a scull in his hand; did not soe 
him hit Hall, but heard the blow; turned 
my head away so that 1 could not sue 
them; the boat listed and was full of 
water; Harvoy and 1 fell out of 
tho boat; Hall was stunned and was float- 
ing down the stream and prisoner 
swam shore; Hall was a noted swimmer; 
he tried to catch hold of mo as he passed 
down the stream; that man was killed as 
sure as anything. 

His honor objected to the hist s ate- 
inent being made at this period of tho 
case, but Mr. Taylor said it was only fair 
to him to have it taken down. 

Witness (continuing) — Some old man 
pulled me out of the wuter, and I told 
him to let mo go and save tho man; saw 
the man sink three times; prisoner came 
down to me after ho saw me land; the 
listance from where 1 fell into tho water 
o the bank, was about 40 feet; Mrs. Mar- 
hall sent mo home in a dog-cart; prisoner 
idled at my house that night aud he went 
to hit me, when Harvey stopped him and 
le was arrested; the next morning pri- 
soner got out of gaol; came to mo and 
said, "If you suy anything about this busi- 
oss, I will kill you;" he came to mil 
again after that several times and 1 had 
to run for protection; ho chased mo out 
of the house. 

To His Honor— All ho said to me was 
if 1 said anything about tho businoss ho 
would kill mo and ho also told mo that nil 
was passed and to let it go; Westnidge 
was arrested for lighting. 

Mr. Taylor asked for a remand in order 
that bo might look cvor tho evidence giv- 
en at the inquest, His honor granted tho 
remand and tho case will cuius up for 
further hearing tliis morning at 10 o'clock.

ROYAL JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

Report of the Building Committee Adopted by 
the General Committee. 

Following is the full text of tho report 
of the budding committee as adopted at 
the general mooting on Tuesday last: 

it was moved by Dr. Davie, seconded 
by J. S. Yates, that the building commit- 
tee beg leave to report as follows: 

That having carefully examined tho 
two modified plans they can recommend 
neither of them, as the cubic air Bpace 
provided ill the wards is entirely inade- 
quate. 

Your committee recommend that Mr. 
Tongue's original plan bo accepted. Tho 
administrative building to be erected as 
therein placed is to bo reduced one story 
with some minor alterations (internal). 

That two of tho one story wards and 
two day rooms bo built. 

Tho cost of the unmodified adminis- 
trative building, according to Mr. Teaguo's 
estimate, is §25,000, of the administra- 
tive building reduced one story, 817,- 
380.75. The two wards with day rooms 
and corridors would cost together with 
drains 825,000. 

Tho entire building portion of the 
building which your committee now 
recommend to bo built would cost in the 
former case 845,000, and in the latter 
§37,000. 

The acceptance of Mr. Tongue's origi- 
nal plans does away with any complaint 
which could be made by any competitor 
whose plans have been rejected. 

The building committee consider thut it 
would be a great mistake to erect the first 
part of the proposed hospital . except in 
accordance with the most improved and 
modern ideas, and they consider the fact 
of exceeding the amount of money in 
hand at tho disposal of tho general com- 
mittee a matter of minor importance 
compared to the advantages accruing 
from having a hospital based on scientific 
principles. 

If the first part of the hospital bo built 
according to first-class plans, other por- 
tions to ho built subsequently will also be 
constructed properly; if a second rate plan 
be adopted subsequent additions will be 
second-class, or the plan adopted deviated 
from. 

As we all wish the Jubilee hospital to 
be a success in every way, your committee 
see no course open to them other than the 
acceptance of Mr. Tongue's original plan, 
or to call for entirely new plans. 
Same was confirmed.
